OLD RAILROAD BEDS 

Regardless of what the individual may think 
of Rapid Transit to the South Shore, the state 
has (or nearly has) achieved something well 
worth while in the purchase of the 01d Colony 
Railroad right of way. 

In that right of way there lies a potential 
roadway, if nothing else, that is ready for use 
and which is, for instance, a far different 
story than was the acquisition of the right-of- 
way for Interstate Highway 93. The purchase of 
the old Colony was an excellent investment for 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Here in Wilmington the Selectmen are now 
trying to convert part of the old right-of-way 
of the Salem & Lowell RR into a highway. Years 
ago there were many who wanted the entire right 
of-way so converted, and it would have been 
relatively simple then - but now can never be 
achieved. 

It is possible, in the near future, that the 
Boston & Maine Railroad will abandon the right- 
of-way from Reading Square through to North 
Wilmington. Should that event ever occur steps 
should be taken immediately to acquire what 
could be a fine highway, before it too is sold 
off piecemeal.

Dear Larz: 
A bright light is a useful 
thing especially when it 
shines on bath sides of a con- 
troversy. And so, more thoughts 
on Operation Abolition’. 
Robert Meisenback was not in 
fact accused of iniating much 
of the student demonstration. 
He was instead in court on a 
charge of assualt md battery 
on a policeman, this alleged 
act having taken place during 
the riot. And, so his acquit- 
tal does not make less valid 
the theme of the picture. It 
was interesting for me, fur- 
thermore, to read that he cel- 
ebrated the decision by hold- 
ing a party. 
Among his guests there were 
four of the jurors, including 
the foreman. The other stu- 
dents who were arrested at the 
riot were never brought to 
court. They were released al- 
most immediately after the 
Tiot. So the courts of Calif- 
ornia never had charges 
against them which it had to 
drop. 
The film then, is not an at- 
tack on the students. It is 
instead evidence of one fright 
ening success of Communism in 
this country. It shows clearly 
how the conspiriacy can use 
these youths as innocent dupes 
to thawrt due process of law. 
The party has, at times, been 
hurt by the exposures of the 
House Unamerican Activities 
Committee. It therefore finds 
it useful to break up hearings 
whenever possible. We would do 
well to heed the man who knows 
more about Communism in this 
country than perhaps any of us 
He, J. Edgar Hoover, of the 
F.B.1. has advised that Oper- 
ation Abolition’ is a portray- 
al of just one of the methods 
used by world Communism to de- 
stroy us. 
One last thought. Reverend 
Harding observes that Washing~ 
ton Video made $100,000 dis- 
tributing the film. Since I 
have not seen the profit and 
loss statement of the company 
I will not question this. How- 
ever the men who edited, nar- 
rated and otherwise perpared 
the film must have received 
the usual weekly wages. The 
money had to come from some- 
where. This fact though has 
very little bearing on the 
real issues.
